Proceedings 


ALL SAINTS’ CATHEDRAL, 
Spokane, Wash., May 27, 1908. 

This being the time appointed by the Bishop, and the place 
by last convocation designated for the Sixteenth Annual Convo- 
cation of the District of Spokane, the Bishop—the Rt. Rev. 
Lemuel H. Wells, D. D., and a number of the Clergy and Lay 
Delegates of the District assembled at All Saints Cathedral at 
10 o’clock for Divine Service. 

The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop. The 
Convocation sermon was preached by the Rev. A. S. Lloyd, D. D., 
Secretary of the General Board of Missions, and it set forth 
most forcibly the relationship of the Church to the world. 

At the close of Divine Service the Bishop took the chair and 
called the Convocation to order. 

The Secretary of the last Convocation called the roll of the 
Clergy from the list furnished by the Bishop, and nine Clergy 
entitled to a seat and vote answered to their names and took 
their seats. 

The Bishop appointed as the Committee on Credentials of 
Lay Delegates the Rev. R. S. Hannah, and the Rev. H. M. 
Bartlett. 

While this committee were in session the Bishop took occa- 
sion to call the attention of delegates to the necessity of giving 
early notice to the Entertainment Committee, of their intention 
to be present at Convocation and of stating the time of their 
arrival. 

At the hour of 12 the Convocation joined in the noonday 
prayer for missions. 

The Committee on Credentials made report and the roll of 
Lay Delegates being called, a quorum was found present and 
the Bishop declared Convocation organized. 

The Rev. E. W. Couper was nominated for Secretary of 
this Convocation and on motion the nominations were closed and 
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the Secretary instructed to cast the ballot. The ballot being 
so cast, he was elected, and he announced the appointment of 
the Rev. R. S. Hannah as Assistant Secretary.

It was moved by the Rev. Maurice J. Bywater and duly 
seconded that the credentials of the delegate present from 
Pasco be referred at once to the Committee on Credentials in 
order that said delegate may be entitled to vote. Carried and 
delegate seated. 

At 12:30 p. m. Convocation adjourned for luncheon furn- 
ished by the Woman’s Auxiliary of All Saints’ Cathedral. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 
2:00 p. m. 

Convocation reconvened and following the Order for the 
Day the Bishop made his address and presented his financial re- 
port. (See pages 16-19). 

The reports of Institutions being called for, Mr. E. F. Strong 
of Houston School gave a verbal report of advance and en- 
couragement. 

Supplementing the report of Mr. Strong, Bishop Wells an- 
nounced that he had received promises of scholarships for the 
sons of the Clergy and partial scholarships for needy boys. He 
also announced that a member of the Board of Missions had do- 
nated an amount sufficient to enable the school to purchase a 
new and larger site. 
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No representatives being present from Brunot Hall, and 
St. Paul’s School, Walla Walla, the Bishop reported that both 
schools are doing well. 

The Bishop continued, reporting for institutions, that the 
trustees of St. Luke’s Hospital have resolved to make it strictly 
a Church hospital, that new trustees as they are elected are to 
be communicants of the Church, and that the Bishop is now 
president of the Board of Trustees. 


The Ondawa Inn under the management of Mr. F. L. Smith 
is now conducted as a Church institution. The Sunday After- 
noon services are largely attended and are fruitful of good, 
while the personal interest of the manager in individual cases, 
and the Free Employment Agency have relieved much suffering. 


The Church Home for Children is doing good work for a 
limited number of children and deserves the hearty support of 
Clergy and Laity. 

Dean Lockwood for the Council of Advice reported having 
had one meeting to act with the Bishop regarding the work of the 
Board of Missions, whose clerical members had been transferred 
to other dioceses, and to approve the missionary budget. 

The Bishop made his appointments for the ensuing year, 
as follows:

We have just passed through the most prosperous year in 
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the history of the Convocation. Four priests have been received, 
and four priests transferred by the retrocession of Northern 
Idaho to the Bishop of Idaho. Both Archdeacons are doing 
strong work and laying firm foundations for the future develop- 
ment of the Church.

The Rev. W. H. Roots for the Committee on Sunday School 
Work reported as follows: 

WHEREAS, The Joint Commission of the General Convention 
on Sunday School Instruction has brought to our attention the 
needs and importance of the Sunday School, be it 


RESOLVED, That a District Commission of five members be 
appointed by the Bishop to arrange for and hold a Sunday School 
Institute in Spokane for one day during the time of the Inter- 
state Fair and to do such other things as may stimulate Sunday 
School work in the District of Spokane, and report to the next 
Convocation. E. W. COUPER

Committee on Sunday School Work. 


Moved by Dean Lockwood, seconded by Archdeacon Well- 
man, that the resolution of this committee be adopted. Carried. 

Mr. Fred Alspaugh for the Committee on Unfinished Business 
reported, calling attention to motions of last Convocation re- 
corded on page 14 of Journal concerning Diocesan finances, and 
called for reports. 

Rey. H. M. Bartlett, referring to the Bishop’s Financial 
Statement, after speaking feelingly of the needs of the District, 
said he knew a Church woman who would be one of ten persons 
to give $500 a year to the support of missions in the District. 

The Rev. M. J. Bywater offered the following motion: 

Moved, that a vote of thanks from the Convocation be 
tendered to the Rev. Arthur Selden Lloyd, D. D. for his presence 
among us and for the helpful and inspiring addresses which he 
has given at different points in the District. 

Carried. MAURICE J. BYWATER, 

ARCHDEACON PURDUE. 

Dean Lockwood, referring to the announcement made by 
the Rev. H. M. Bartlett, moved that this matter be made a 
special order of business for Thursday morning at 11 0’clock and 
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that special prayer be offered before taking vote. Carried. 

Treasurer reported as follows. (See page 20) 

On motion of Archdeacon Purdue, duly seconded, the Treas- 
urer’s report was. accepted and referred to an Auditing 
Committee. 

The Bishop appointed as such committee Messrs. H. 8. Col- 
lins, E. F. Strong and G. G. Ripley. 

The election of a Treasurer for the District being called for, 
Mr. A. W. Lindsay was nominated, and on motion of the Rev. 
A. O. Worthing seconded by Dean Lockwood, the nomina- 
tions were closed and the Secretary instructed to cast the ballot 
for the Convocation. The ballot was so cast and Mr. Lindsay 
declared elected. 5 

On motion of Dean Lockwood, seconded by Archdeacon 
Purdue, a vote of thanks was extended to Mr. Lindsay for his 
efficient and painstaking services during the past year. 


The election of delegates to the Council of the Eighth Mis- 
sionary Department to meet in Spokane in the spring of 1909 
being called for, the following nominations were made. Cleri- 
cal—Archdeacon Purdue, Dean Lockwood, A. O. Worthing, E. 
W. Couper, M. J. Bywater, R. S. Hannah and Archdeacon Well- 
man. Archdeacon Wellman and the Rev. A. O. Worthing with- 
drew their names and the vote was taken, resulting in the elec- 
tion of the Rev. Maurice J. Bywater, the Ven. H. J. Purdue, 
Dean Lockwood and the Rev. R. S. Hannah. 


On motion duly seconded and carried, the Secretary was in- 
structed to cast the ballot for the remaining Clergy nominated 
together with the Rey. A. K. Smith of Ellensburg as alternates, 
Ballot so cast, and the Rev. A. O. Worthing, Archdeacon Well- 
man, Rev. E. W. Couper and Rev. A. K. Smith were declared 
elected as alternates. 

Nominations for Lay delegates being called for, Messrs. 
Geo. S. Brooke, H. S. Collins, Walter N. Granger, H. B. 
Scudder, G. W. Fairweather, Ivan Chase, Judge Kauffman and 
Drs. Wilson Johnston and F. H. Luce were nominated. 

It was moved and duly seconded that the four having the 
highest votes be declared as delegates, and the four having 
the next highest number of votes as alternates. Carried. 

Ballot being taken the following were declared elected. 
Delegates: Messrs. Walter N. Granger, H. B. Scudder, G. W. 
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Fairweather and Judge Kauffman. Alternates: Messrs. George 
S. Brooke, H. S. Collins, Ivan Chase and Dr. Wilson Johnston. 
Moved by Dean Lockwood, seconded by Archdeacon 
Wellman— ; 
WHEREAS, The Eighth Missionary Department is to hold its 
Second Annual Council on April 28th and 29th in Spokane, and 


WHEREAS, The great distances to be covered and the time 
necessitated by holding this Council and the District Convoca- 
tion in separate weeks, renders the canons of New Jersey in 
this instance inapplicable, 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Seventeenth Annual Convoca- 
tion be called for Tuesday, April 27th in Spokane. Carried. 

‘On motion Convocation adjourned to meet Thursday, 9:30 a. 
m., according to program. 

8:00 p. m. A missionary service was held and a large con- 
gregation in addition to the Clerical and Lay delegates had the 
rare privilege of hearing an address by the Rev. A. S. Lloyd, 
D. D., Secretary of the General Board of Missions. 


THURSDAY, MAY 28. 


This being Ascension Day the Holy Communion was cele- 
brated at 7:30a.m. at the Cathedral, Holy Trinity, and St. John’s. 
At 9:30 a. m. Convocation opened pursuant to adjournment with 
acelebration of the Holy Communion, the Bishop Celebrant, and 
a sermon by Dr. Lloyd. 

The service ended, the Bishop called the Convocation to or- 
der and declared it ready for business. 

After the calling of the Roll, the minutes of yesterday’s 
sessions were read and on motion approved. 


On motion duly seconded and passed the courtesy of this 
Convocation and right to seats was extended to the three 
clergyman of the district not yet entitled to vote and to the 
Rev. H. J. Taylor avisiting priest from the jurisdiction of Idaho. 

The special order of business for 11 o’clock was now called 
for. The Bishop at this point called the Rev. H. M. Bartlett to 
the chair, and Dean Lockwood introduced the special business 
with the following resolution— 

WHEREAS, A generous Church woman has very kindly of- 
fered to the District the sum of $500.00 annually for Church 
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Extension in the District of Spokane, provided an additional 
$4500.00 annually is raised, and 
WHEREAS, The time appears to be ripe for a splendid for- 
ward movement all along the line in this District, therefore, be it 
RESOLVED, That the District with deep thankfulness accepts 
this most generous and liberal offer, and be it further 


RESOLVED, That the Finance Committee of the District be 
constituted as the Committee on Church Extension in Eastern 
Washington for the purpose of gathering the required amount 
of money needful for the acceptance of the offer of $500.00, 
namely, the sum of $4500.00. Be it further 


RESOLVED, That the Committee shall be at liberty to call 
upon the Bishop and Clergy for any aid and assistance they may 
require. Be it further 

RESOLVED, That any and all sums collected for this purpose 
are to be understood as being in addition to the amounts given 
for parochial expenses and the general apportionment. That 
this sum is for the single purpose of Church advancement in the 
District of Spokane. Be it further — 

RESOLVED, That the Committee is authorized to draw upon , 
the Treasurer of the District for moneys they may need in the 
preparation and circulation of literature explanatory of this new 
advance movement, said amount of money advanced by the 
Treasurer being repaid from the money gathered by this Com- 
mittee. Be it further 

RESOLVED, That this fund shall be placed in the hands of 
the Treasurer of the District and apportioned to the various 
needs by the District Board of Missions with advice and consent 
of the Bishop. 

The Rev. Maurice J. Bywater offered a second and after 
due discussion the Chair called Convocation to prayer before 
taking the vote. Said vote being called for the resolution was 
adopted unanimously. 

On motion of the Rev. Maurice J. Bywater, duly seconded, 
it was resolved— 

That the heads of the Church Institutions in the District be 
requested to send to the Bishop or to the Secretary of the Dis- 
trict two weeks before the session of the Convocation a full 
written report of the institution they represent for publication 
in the Journal. Carried. 
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At 12:00 m. Convocation was called to prayer for missions. 

Archdeacon H. J. Purdue offered the following resolution 
which was duly seconded. 

RESOLVED, That the District Board of Missions be instruct- 
ed to levy an assessment of $1200.00 upon the various parishes 
and missions in the District. And be it further 


RESOLVED, That the Treasurer of the District be instructed 
to divide all moneys thus received as follows, 50 per cent for 
the General Board of Missions, 30 per cent. for the District 
Board of Missions, 10 per cent for Endowment of the Episco- 
pate, and 10 per cent for the Convocation expenses. Be it 
further : 

RESOLVED, That the District Board of Missions be request- 
ed to have the amount of the assessment levied on each parish 
and mission made known to the Rector, the Missionary in Charge 
or the Warden not later than September 15, 1908. Carried. 

At 12:15 p.m. The Rev. A. O. Worthing moved that we 
now adjourn for luncheon, to meet again at 1:30 p. m. 

At 1:30 p. m. Convocation was again called to order by the 
.Bishop and reports were heard from seven missions and from 
Archdeacon Purdue on behalf of the Archdeaconry of Spokane. 
All reports showed growth and sounded the note of encourage- 
ment. 

At 2:00 p. m., the hour set for the meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, an adjournment was taken to meet again at 4:00 p. m. 


Immediately after the Auxiliary adjourned, the Convocation 
again came to order and reports were heard from Archdeacon 
Wellman for the Archdeaconry of the Yakima, from the Rey. 
Geo. W. Hurlbut for the missions under his care in Spokane, 
and from the remaining missions represented. 

It was moved by the Rev. A. O. Worthing, seconded by the 
Rev. Maurice J. Bywater, that the Secretary of the District be 
voted the sum of fifty dollars for his services. Carried. 

It was moved by the Rev. A. O. Worthing, seconded by 
Dean Lockwood, that the next Convocation be held at Holy 
Trinity Church, the Council of the Eighth Missionary Depart- 
ment at All Saints Cathedral, and the meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary at St. John’s Church. Carried. 

It was moved by the Rev. Maurice J. Bywater, and duly 
seconded, 
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That the Church Building Fund Commission of New York 
be respectfully petitioned by the District of Spokane through 
its Secretary, to take the proper steps to modify or to change 
its charter so as to permit the making of larger grants in indi- 
vidual cases, and thus to make the work of the Commission of 
further and greater use to the Church at large, under these 
greatly changed conditions. Carried. 

The Rev. R. S. Hannah offered the following resolution— 

WHEREAS, On account of the Council of the Eighth Mis- 
sionary Department meeting in Spokane in April of next year, 
the Seventeenth Annual Convocation of this District must be 
limited to one day and the business of the Convocation will 
necessarily be hurried, be it therefore 

RESOLVED That this Convocation respectfully request the 
Bishop to give his annual address in place of the Convocation 
sermon. Carried. 

It was moved by Archdeacon Wellman, and duly seconded, 
that this Convocation express its warm appreciation of the de- 
lightful hospitality of, the Church in Spokane, especially that of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary of All Saints Cathedral, and the ladies 
of Holy Trinity and St. John’s. 

On motion of the Rev. A. O. Worthing, duly seconded, Con- 
vocation adjourned sine die after the benediction.

16 CONVOCATION ADDRESS, 1908 


Convoration Address, O08 


Beloved of the Clergy and Laity: ; 

I would first put on record our thanks to the Board of Mis- 
sions, the Woman’s Auxiliary, the American Church Building 
Fund Commission, the Double Temple and the generous givers 
of Specials to our work, who have made that work possible and 
successful by their liberality and cooperation, but above all let 
us render thanks to Almighty God for the most fruitful year in 
the history of the District of Spokane. 

We have lost by death neither Clergy nor prominent Laity 
of this District, but the Great Head of the Church has taken to 
himself four of our American Bishops, Ellison C. Capers, D. D. 
Bishop of South Carolina, like Saint Stephen, ‘‘a man full of 
faith and of the Holy Spirit,’’ Leighton Colman, 8. T. D., 
L. L. D., Bishop of Delaware, whose practical knowledge of 
some phases of Sociology will be sorely missed in the councils 
of the Church, George Worthington, S. T. D., L. L. D., the 
Bishop of Nebraska and in charge of the congregations of our 
Church on the Continent; Henry Y. Satterlee, D. D., L. L. D., 
the Bishop of Washington, Master Builder, Statesman, Saint, a 
great man has fallen in Israel. 

The Church has also lost one of its greatest priests, Morgan 
Dix, 8S. T. D., D. C. L., Rector of Trinity Parish, New York 
City.

D., Archdeacon of the Yakima, from the Diocese of 
Long Island. ) 


TRANSFERRED 


By the Retrocession of Northern Idaho to Bishop Funsten, 
we have lost four priests, J. D. W. Somerville of Lewiston, 
Oscar W. Taylor of Wallace, Freeman Daughters of Sand Point 
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and John D. McConkey of Lewiston. I have also transferred 
C. P. Burnett to Montana and T. A. Hilton to Olympia. The 
Reverend Turpin A. Daughters, has resigned Coeur d’Alene and 
become non-parochial. The Reverend Ernest Smith and Francis 
Maccaud have given up work in this District but have not been 
transferred. The Reverend T. T. Denhardt has returned for a 
year of study at the General Theological Seminary in New York; 
we have thus six less workers than last year with almost as 
large a population in Washington alone as we had a year ago in- 
cluding Northern Idaho, with more need and more calls for 
help and could use ten more good men to great advantage if we 
could provide them support. 

Last year I made a new departure and created the Rever- 
end H. J. Purdue Archdeacon of Spokane, this year I created 
the Reverend Edwin H. Wellman, Ph. D., Archdeacon of the 
Yakima; already the good results are so apparent that I feel 
fully justified in developing this work further under these com- 
petent leaders and hope to group other parts of the missionary 
work under strong men. 

Hach year it is increasingly difficult to obtain in the East 
the means necessary for our work. The wonderful prosperity 
of Eastern Washington and the growing strength of the Church 
lays a strong obligation upon every Mission to increase its self 
support. It is also the bounden duty of both parishes and Mis- 
sions to do far more generously for our diocesan missionary 
work. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


I congratulate you that almost every Mission and Parish, 
excepting our second wealthiest and strongest Parish and a few 
of the places where we rarely hold service have paid all or most 
of their apportionment. [Ellensburg has given more than 
was asked and several others have exceeded their apportionment. 

I expect to attend the Lambeth Conference and remain some 
weeks to travel on the continent, but I am so impressed with 
the prospect of a large growth and development in this section 
and of the wonderful opportunities which are daily opening to 
the Church that I most reluctently plan to be absent. May I 
express the wish that you of the Clergy and Laity will be keen- 
ly on the alert to meet the opportunities being presented for 
the work of the Church and urge upon the Laity to start Sun- 
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day Schools and hold services in the weaker places and encour- 
age and assist the Clergy sometimes to leave their parishes to 
help the smail missions. 

I have visited the following places and confirmed persons as 
indicated. Cashmere, 4; Chelan, 2; Clarkston, 3; Colfax, 10; 
Davenport, 8; Dayton, 4; Ellensburg, 21; Kiona, 3; North Yaki- 
ma, 10; Palouse, 20; Prosser, 4; Pullman, 9; Republic, 9; Ritz- 
ville, 6; Roslyn,.4; All Saints, 24; Trinity, 22; St. John’s, 11; 
St. Peter’s, 2; Epiphany, 8; St. Matthew, 2; St. Thomas, 7; St. 
Paul’s, 6; Sunnyside; Waitsburg, 8; Walla Walla, 16; Water- 
ville, 6; Wenatchee, 6; Zillah; Newport, 1; Colville, 13; Ward- 
ner, 4; Bonners Ferry, 7; Sand Point, 5; Lewiston, 7. 

Thus altogether I have confirmed 261. Those confirmed in the 
Panhandle will be reported in Idaho. 

I have also visited Asotin, Granger, Kennewick, Leaven- 
worth, Northport, Pomeroy, Reardon, St. David’s and St. 
James’, Spokane. 

Most of these places I have visited twice and some of them 
several times. 

I have appointed the Reverend William Walton, Mr. G. G. 
Ripley and Mr. H. S. Collins committee on the $5,000,000 fund for 
the aged and infirm Clergy, and commend this worthy object to 
you all.

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Archdearons’ Reports 
REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF SPOKANE, 1907-08 


The missionary work of the eastern half of the district of 
which, by the desire of the Bishop, I have taken charge has 
during the past year been carried on in a regular and healthy 
way. I will not give the details here, as, they would simply 
repeat the story of each mission, which is given in the regular 
report. But I should like to call attention to some very prom- 
ising fields. 

PALOUSE has made great and rapid strides this year and 
should become self-supporting and call their own rector. 

RITZVILLE has gained somewhat. They should have a resi- 
dent priest, the best man in the whole district, a very judicious 
man, and a hard worker. 

REPUBLIC has gone forward. A rented hall beautifully ap- 
pointed is now being used for the services. We contemplate 
building this summer, but we need funds. ~ 

NORTHPORT has made no gains. 

COLVILLE is a very promising point. We are trying to pur- 
chase some lots and expect very soon to erect a rough building. 

CHEWELAH is the coming town north of Spokane, and we 
ought to spend every effort to secure some property on which 
to build when convenient. 

Allthese places have regular services one-half day or a 
whole day each month. Other places receive occasional services 
as occasion and opportunity permit. Every congregation is free 
from debt. All have a balance on hand, all have paid their ap- 
portionment, and are looking forward to a brighter future. 

During the year four Sunday schools have been started, and 
they are in a healthy condition. Palouse has 40 pupils with 7 
teachers; Republic has 387 pupils with 4 teachers; Colville has 
30 pupils with 3 teachers, and Ritzville has 12 children with 2 
teachers. 

My official acts are as follows, and are duly recorded in the 
Mission register in each place: 

Baptisms—adults 17, infants 7, total 24. Burials 2. Pre- 
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sented for confirmation 48. Sermons and addresses ‘delivered 
211. Celebrated the Holy Communion 43 times. Traveled 14,607 
miles. All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF ARCHDEACON OF THE YAKIMA VALLEY 


From Dec. 22, 1907 to May 1908. 
Rt. Rev. Sir:— 

My first service in the Yakima Valley was held in Kenne- 
wick on Dec. 22, the Sunday before Christmas, 1907. Kennewick, 
under the noble and self-sacrificing efforts of Rev. Mr. Bart- 
lett and his zealous and consecrated wife, was ready for the 
building of its church. They now have their parish house (over 
60 feet long by 40 feet wide) almost finished and ready for 
occupancy. There is alsoaclass awaiting confirmation at the 
opening of the chapel. There are now 26 communicants. 


Prosser, where J held service on Christmas day, has a neat 
little church seating about 80 people. 

On Christmas night I visited Pasco and was entertained at 
the residence, as I supposed at the time, of the only church 

-family in Pasco. Since then we have found twelve 
communicants; a strong guild of 41 members has_ been 
formed; and it already has nearly $300 in the treasury, with 
which they. plan to furnish the church. The building committee 
has in addition raised about $900 as a building fund, lots have 
been donated, and the building is now in process of erection. 
A confirmation class is here also awaiting the opening of their 
new church. The Rev. H. M. Bartlett has taken many of the 
services during the past four months, and has done much toward 
making the church acceptable and permanent in Pasco. 

At Kiona a guild has been formed and the people have 
promised to raise $100 this year for the expenses of the Arch- 
deaconry. Three persons were confirmed there just before the 
Convocation, making a communicant list of 10. 

Granger, after several delays and difficulties, has finished 
its church walls, and is setting its roof. It is a beautiful and 
churchly building of brick, with a seating capacity of 150. Its 
corner stone was laid by our Bishop at a recent visitation, and 
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is unique, being the corner of a hidden angle, and appears in 
the surface of the front wall as a handsome name-plate set in . 
relief: ‘‘Grace Church, 1907.’’ The church will cost about 
$2200, two-thirds of which came from outside donations. There 
are 10 communicants. 

Zillah has a beautiful stone church. and a number of earnest 
people. There are about 17 communicants, and a class awaiting 
the visitation of the Bishop in the fall. 


By taking advantage of an exceptional opportunity, a house 
has been secured for the Archdeacon and his family. The prop- 
erty, which is worth not less than $2500, was purchased for a 
much smaller sum, and upwards of $1000 has been spent in 
renovating and enlarging the house and building a barn, so that 
now a conservative valuation puts the property at $3500. 

At the Easter morning service the church was packed to 
the doors. 

Prosser. —The Rev. Mr. Maccaud did most acceptable work 
for the short time he was here. He preached also at Sunnyside, 
where we have a beautiful frame church and fine rectory, held 
service at Mabton and at The Glades, nine miles south of Mabton, 
in the Horse Heaven Hills, where quite a company of Church 
people are living. The congregation at Mabton numbered about 
50; at The Glades about the same. 

At Sunnyside there is an active Guild, and Mr. Benjamin 
Scatchard, our lay reader,. maintains a successful Sunday school, 
and has well attended services in the absence of a clergyman. 

I do not yet know the real number of communicants in the 
Valley, but I have found at Pasco 12, Mabton 2, Kiona 7, Sun- 
nyside 27, The Glades 5, Kennewick 26, Toppenish 5, Granger 10, 
Prosser 21, Zillah 17, Handford 3—total 135. 

In addition to the places mentioned above there are ten or 
eleven more where services are or ought to be held at least 
occasionally, but where we can do no aggressive work for lack 
of men. 

In the five months covered by this report, I have traveled 
over 6600 miles by railroad, buggy, horseback, and on foot; 
preached 66 times; made 156 calls in the towns and countryside. 
One week I covered 316 miles, tiring out two teams. This only 
gives an idea of the work to be done, for with my best efforts 
I am only touching the fringe of the church’s opportunity. 
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Three times a month my third service on Sunday is eighty miles 
away from the place we morning service.

BRUNOT HALL, SPOKANE 


Brunot Hall is about to close a very successful year. Stu- 
dents number between one hundred fifty and one hundred sixty. 
The income from tuition has been sufficient to pay the current 
expenses of the school, and the endowment has been used in 
making payments on the Bishop’s House, which has been pur- 
chased by the school, and it is hoped that we shall be able to 
finish paying for it by Christmas.

HOUSTON SCHOOL, SPOKANE 


Houston School will close June 2 after a very successful and 
harmonious year. All of the present teachers willreturn. The 
highest enrollment, namely, forty-one, was attained and all in- 
dications point to a larger number next year, in which case the 
capacity of the school will be reached. 

With this in view the trustees have purchased a beautiful 
tract of forty acres in the suburbs for the permanent location 
of the school. This land lies at an elevation of 300 feet above 
the city and commands splendid and far-reaching views to the 
north and east. It is diversified in surface and well wooded ex- 
cept for a central area of about 12 acres which is entirely clear 
and absolutely level. This part of the grounds will give a field 
for football, baseball, tennis and all outdoor games that will be 
second to none in this part of the country. 

_ There is but one graduate this year and he will be admitted 
to the State College on his diploma. This is evidence of the 
high rank the school is taking because of its excellent teachers 
and the quality of work demanded. One member of the school 
is to take his preliminary examination for Harvard and another 
for the University of Pennsylvania. 
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ST. PAUL’S SCHOOL, WALLA WALLA 
(No Report) 


ONDAWA INN 
F. L. Smita, Manager 


This institution cares for working men, providing beds and 
meals at about cost price, and in many cases lends a helping 
hand to men out of employment until they secure work. It 
maintains an Employment Bureau and stands ready to furnish 
men for all kinds of work. 

During the fall and winter months an average of 250 per- 
sons slept in the building nightly and a little over half that num- 
ber during warmer weather. The object of the work is to help 
these men temporally and spiritually. 

Religious services have been held since January 1908, when 
the present Manager was appointed, on Sunday afternoon at 
three o’clock, consisting of Evening Prayer followed by an ad- 
dress, usually given by some prominent professional or business 
man or a Clergyman of the Church. Bishop Wells has taken 
personal interest in this part of the work. Arrangements are 
now being made for a Chapel in the building where regular ser- 
vices may be held and a more consecutive work done on Insti- 
tutional lines. The cooperation of Spokane householders and 
employers of labor is desired by calling on the Inn for workmen 
of every discription.
